“Triumph  of  the  Will,”  one  of 
the  best  examples  of  the  use  of  the 
film  media  for  propaganda  pur- 
poses, is  showing  at  the  University 
Cinema  today  and  tomorrow. 

A documentary  of  Adolph  Hit- 
ler’s rise  to  power,  the  film,  under 
the  direction  of  Leni  Riefenstahl, 
depicts  the  events  of  the  Nazi 
' Party’s  8th  Annual  Party  Congress 
in  Nuremberg,  1934. 

; The  almost  unbelievable  frenzy, 
j the  wild  adulation  shown  Hitler 
1 upon  his  entry  into  the  city  and 
j during  following  demonstrations,  is 
; depicted  in  an  almost  hypnotic 
way,  thus  increasing  its  effect  as 
a propaganda  film. 

The  documentary  has  very  little 
dialogue,  but  the  English  sub-titles 
convey  the  words  of  Nazi  Ger- 
many’s leaders  to  the  viewer.  Even 
with  the  sparse  dialogue,  one  does 
not  miss  the  point  Hitler  meant  to 
get  across  when  he  commissioned 
the  film.  Nazi  Germany,  he  would 
have  us  believe,  is  a country  of

— much  to  the  disappointment  of  Hack  IMiller  who  said  his 
nephew  led  the  first  successful  expedition  into  central 
France. 

In  the  confusion  no  one  bothered  to  find  out  why 
France  was  called  France  and  to  this  very  day  it  still  re- 
mains a mystery. 

One  thing  does  not  remain  a mystry  and  that  is  the 
original  plan  of  Hitler  to  make  the  Americans  suffer.  In 
his  letter  to  Charles,  Hitler  outlined  a devilish  plot  to 
frustrate  and  possibly  destroy  Americans.  The  method  was  ] 
to  have  Charles  invent  a new  language  and  foist  it  off  on  ; 
innocent  Americans.  Charles  outdid  himself  when  he 
dreamed  up  the  language.

Campus  Paper 
Censored  By 
Administration 

Evanston,  III.  (UPI)  — North- 
western University  officials  have 
ordered  a review  of  the  reporting 
policies  of  the  campus  newspaper. 
Daily  Northwestern,  the  publica- 
tion reported. 

In  a story  under  the  byline  of  the 
three-member  Editorial  Board,  the 
Daily  said  40  faculty  members 
voted  last  Thursday  to  “go  on  rec- 
ord with  a statement  of  discontent” 
over  the  paper  “as  a vehicle  for 
important  and  official  Tiews.” 

Daily  Plditor  Joan  Schuman  said 
the  faculty  action  and  subsequent 
review  of  the  newpaper  ordered  by 
a dean  “indicates  that  few  people 
here  have  a proper  idea  of  what 
a newspaper  should  be.  It’s  not  a 
bulletin  board  for  the  administra- 
tion.” 

Robert  R.  Strotz,  Dean  of  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  told 
Associate  Dean  Ridiard  J.  Doney 
Monday  to  collect  samples  of  how 
the  Daily  failed  to  report  items  the 
faculty  or  administration  consider 
important. 

Some  members  of  the  Northwest- 
ern Colleee  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
said  dissatisfacHon  with  the  Daily 
was  caused  by  the  paper’s  not 
nrintlng  enough  news  about  fac- 
ulty speeches  and  accomplish- 
ments. lectures,  available  oppor- 
tunities such  as  scholarships  and 
“official”  administration  state- 
ments.  the  story  said. 

The  story  aded  that  Doney  sug- 
gested the  administration  has  as- 
sumed “perhaps  erroneouslv.”  that 
the  Daily  was  the  official  means  of 
communicating  with  students. 

It  was  the  second  case  in  a week 
of  a Big  Ten  university  newsnaoer 
being  investigated  by  higher 
authorities. 

In  the  same  issu«*  the  Dailv. 
published  bv  the  Shidents  Publish- 
ing Co..  Inc.,  of  Northwestern  Uni- 
versitv,  said  in  an  editorial  on  the 
faculty  action,  “this  is  a clear 
abridgement  of  student  free  speech. 
If  you  tell  students  what  thev  have 
to  print,  given  a newspaper  of  a 
certain  size,  it  means  you’re  tell- 
ing them  what  they  can’t  print.”

announced  today  by  President  Ern- 
est L.  Wilkinson. 

Director  of  the  center  is  Dr.  H. 
Tracy  Hall,  first  man  ever  to  pro- 
duce synthetic  diamonds  in  the 
laboratory.  The  center  was  esta- 
blished at  BYU  because  of  the  Uni- 
versity’s leadership  in  the  field  of 
high  pressure,  high  temperature 
research. 

Data  on  high  pressure  researcli 
from  all  over  the  world  will  be  as- 
sembled and  evaluated  at  the  BYU 
office  for  the  Bureau  of  Standards. 
It  will  maintain  complete  biblio-  • 
graphic  files  relating  to  all  papers 
ever  published  on  the  subject.  The 
collection  is  key  punched  and . 
placed  on  magnetic  computer  tape 
W rapid  retrieval  of  irrformation. ; 

PRESSURE  SCALE  j 

Another  major  problem  facing 
the  center  is  the  establishing  of  an 
accurate  determination  of  the  high 
pressure  scale  which  would  be  ac- 
cepted by  all  researchers,  accord- 
ing to  Leo  Merrill,  Dr.  Hall’s  col- 
league in  the  project. 

A great  deal  of  correspondence 
is  carried  on  with  all  of  the  major 
high  pressure  laboratories  through- 
out the  world  to  keep  up  to  date 
with  current  research.  Many  re- 
quests are  received  for  informa- 
tion from  the  file  which  is  the  most 
complete  of  its  kind  in  the  world. 
The  center  also  provides  for  trans- 
lation of  papers  writt«i  in  foreign 
languages. 

An  additional  study  will  be  the 
evaluation  of  temperatures  in  high 
pressure  environment.  The  center 
hopes  to  be  able  to  supply  scientists 
with  information  they  need  on  melt- 
ing points,  solid  phase  transitions, 
magnetic  properties,  optical  pro- 


perties, x-ray  structures  of  mater- 1 
ials,  and  thermodynamic  data  and 
properties  of  materials  at  high  ■ 
pr«sure. 

The  research  pioneered  by  Dr. 
Hall  at  BYU  now  has  spread  to  • 
hundreds  of  laboratories  all  over 
the  world.  Dr.  Hall  has  traveled 
to  Europe  several  times  to  advise 
foreign  nations. 

LATEST  MACHINE 

The  latest  machine  developed  by  ' 
Dr.  Hall  at  BYU  is  the  Tetrahedral . 
X-ray  Diffraction  Press,  which  uses 
a beam  of  X-rays  to  probe  matter  | 
while  it  is  subjected  to  very  high 
temperatures  and  pressure.  ! 

Producing  pressures  of  3,000,000' 
pounds  simultaneously  with  tern-  j 
peratures  of  10,000  degrees,  Dr. 
Hall  and  his  associates  have  ap- 
proached the  conditions  inside  the 
earth  and  the  stars,  repacking  the 
atoms  to  create  materials  which 
are  unknown  in  nature.  i

progress,  hard  work,  sacrifice, 
courage  and  even,  quite  ironically, 
peace.  The  Nazi  Party’s  hopes  for 
the  youth  of  Germany  are  also 
stressed,  and  many  of  the  scenes 
of  the  Hitler  youth  remind  one  of 
a Boy  Scout  encampment.  Yet 
there  are  other  scenes  that  are 
frightening  in  their  implications 
for  that  same  German  youth. 

Hitler  imerges  from  the  film  as 


a German  Messiah,  and  the  hope 
of  the  German  people  in  him  is 
displayed  quite  effectively.  The  fre- 
quent use  of  symbols  and  the  ap- 
peal to  elements  of  germanic  cul- 
ture, such  as  loyalty,  courage  and 
steadfastness,  make  the  movie 
most  effective  propaganda.  A well 
edited  and  photographed  film,  it 
should  be  of  interest  to  students  of 
political  history  and  mass  psychol- 
ogy. Some  may  find  it  rather 
lengthy,  but  the  overall  value  still 
remains  high.
